today have to pay when they bor­ 
row — all due, naturally, to the 
Eisenhower hard money policy — 
and one of the boons they promise 
us, if elected, is cheap money. 


W e ll, the First National City 
Bank of New York has just com­ 
piled 
a 
table 
showing 
interest 
rates around the world. It gives 
the 
rate 
for 
prime 
commercial 
loans, which is the cheapest that 
money can be borrowed by the 
biggest and best firms. The man 
who walks into a bank to borrow 
for his personal use will pay much 
more. And the table makes very 
interesting reading indeed. 


It shows, first off, that the cur­ 
rent 4 
prime rate in the United 
States for borrowed money is the 
lowest in the world. In Great Bri­ 
tain, for example, the best bor­ 
rowers pav as much as 7! 2 °o. In 
France, 
7 1 V -. 
In 
Japan, 
9°o. 
There is no place where you can 
borrow money cheaper than right 
here. 


Indeed, there are only two coun­ 
tries where the current prime rate 
even approaches the low level of 
the United States, These two — 
and we hope Senator Kennedy will 
take note— are both "hard" mon­ 
ey countries. The rate in Portugal 
is 4 G:>, as here, and in Switzerland 
4 1 /2 % . 


Mr. Kennedy might also note 
that in the countries that have 
gone further in a socialistic plan­ 
ned economy, complete with w el­ 
fare state, borrowed money is con­ 
siderably more expensive than un­ 
der our alleged "high" rates. In 
Norway the biqaest and soundest 
borrowers pay 5 12 °o; in Sweden 
6Vz%. 


But what really sends a chill 
down the spine is a look at the 
soaring prices for borrowed mon­ 
ey in those countries which have 
deliberately, and diligently, fol­ 
lowed cheap money policies. 
In 
Brazil and Paraguay the cheapest 
vou can borrow is 12 G. In Peru 
the best commercial 
loans cost 
I 3 1 2 ° o . And in Chile the lowest 
rate is 15Go. 


These, mind you, are for loons 
on the best business security. The 
man who wants to borrow to buy 
^ 
ouse or pay a hospital bill 
t pay 20°o and up, if he can 
borrow at all. For once everyone 
realizes that,a*^o'cremrnent is de­ 
liberately goin^^rfo cheapen the 
money, interest rates soar in a des­ 
perate effort to keep up with the 
inflation. 


So the moral in this little tour 
of the world, if it needs to be stat­ 
ed, is that for the people "cheap" 
money is the most expensive of 
all.
